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Evidence-Based Reading Instruction Program — FEDERAL GUIDANCE

The Missouri Department of Elementary and Secondary Education (Department) is releasing guidance to local 
education agencies (LEAs) regarding requirements and operations of the Evidence-Based Reading Instruction 
Program, partially funded through the Department reserve under ESSER. The Department has determined that a 
significant need exists for teacher training and instructional resources aligned to evidence-based reading instruction. 
The Department has broadened the use of these funds to include reimbursements to LEAs for substitute teacher 
expenses to replace educators who attended Language Essentials for Teachers of Reading and Spelling (LETRS®) 
training. These determinations are aligned with federal guidance on the allowable use of ESSER II funds for 
addressing the effect of lost instructional time due to the COVID-19 pandemic. Federal statutes and regulations, 
along with the Department, place restrictions on the use of these funds. Any use of funds must comply with all 
applicable general ESSER requirements and all grant-specific requirements. To assist withthis process, the 
Department has prepared this guidance document detailing the deadlines and requirements. 


The purpose of these funds is to improve student literacy, encourage and promote alignment with evidence- 
based literacy instruction practices, and overcome the learning loss resulting from the COVID-19 pandemic.

The Department recognizes that the exact cost of the program will vary by LEA and therefore calculates an 
approximate cost for each focus area based on student enrollment numbers, assessment data, and district teacher 
numbers. The table below indicates the amount of funding for each focus area.

Evidence-Based Reading Instructional Materials $5,000,000 


The LEA will apply for this funding through a consolidated, non-competitive grant application process. The LEA may 
choose to apply for any one or all of these focus areas for reimbursement of dollars previously spent that align 
with each focus area. Reimbursements granted for purchases using ESSER II funds or any other federal or state 
funding is not allowable. 


The grant program consists of three focus areas that are effective and transformative for schools and literacy 
improvement. The LEA is advised to thoroughly read both the federal and state guidance documents and contact 
the Department with any questions before submitting its federal or state application(s) for reimbursement. 
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The ESSER II funds will be allocated in parallel with state funding for the LETRS® Training Materials and Evidence- 
Based Reading Instructional Materials focus areas on a reimbursement basis only. The Substitute Teacher Expenses 
for K-5 Educators focus area will be allocated with federal funding. 


The LETRS® Training Materials focus area is a reimbursement that provides award amounts to LEAs based on the 
number of qualified educators who have completed LETRS® training. The LEA will be able to request reimbursement 
for actual costs up to the allotted amount per qualified educator. 


The Substitute Teacher Expenses for K-5 Educators Who Attended LETRS® Training is a reimbursement focus area for 
LEAs with K-5 Educators who attended in-person required LETRS® Training through Read, Lead, Exceed. This focus 
area offers reimbursement to LEAs for substitute teacher expenses incurred between August 2022 and May 2023 
based on the actual expenditures up to $500 per educator for attending the in-person LETRS® trainings through Read, 
Lead, Exceed. 


The Evidence-Based Reading Instructional Materials focus area is a formula reimbursement that provides funds to 
161 LEAs. The LEA must have a three-year average (2019, 2021, and 2022) percent of students scoring basic and 
below basic on the third grade English Language Arts (ELA) assessment of 65 percent or higher to be eligible for this 
focus area. The LEA will be able to request actual costs up to their allocated amount.

The LEA will maintain proof of LETRS® materials purchased for every qualified educator who successfully completed 
LETRS® training Volume | and/or II for a minimum of five years from the date of purchase. 


Substitute Teacher Expenses for K-5 Educators Who Attended LETRS® Training 
The LEA will maintain proof of payment for substitute teacher expenses for K-5 educators who attended the required 
in-person LETRS® Trainings through Read, Lead, Exceed from August 2022 through May 2023. 


Evidence-Based Reading Instructional Materials 


The LEA will maintain proof of the state-approved evidence-based reading instructional materials purchased for a 
minimum of five years from date of purchase.

LETRS® Training Materials Reimbursement for K-5 Educators 
The LEA must meet the following requirements: 
e materials purchased between March 13, 2020 and June 30, 2022; 
e reimbursement for any K-5 educator who is a current district employee; 
e participation in LETRS® training outside of the Missouri Read, Lead, Exceed Initiative, LETRS® scholarship 
grants from the Department and the Comprehensive Literacy State Development Grant; AND 
e successful completion of Volume | and/or Il of LETRS® training with a final assessment score of 80 percent or 
higher on both assessments. 


Substitute Teacher Expenses for K-5 Educators Who Attended LETRS® Training 


The LEA must meet the following requirements: 
e paid substitute teacher expenses for K-5 educators who attended the required in-person LETRS® Trainings 


through Read, Lead, Exceed from August 2022 through May 2023. 


Evidence-Based Reading Instructional Materials 
The LEA must meet the following requirements: 
e materials purchased between March 13, 2020 and June 30, 2022; 
e K-5 state-approved evidence-based reading instructional materials; 
e create, maintain, or revise a district comprehensive literacy plan that is aligned to the Read, Lead, Exceed:

e implement the instructional materials for a minimum of three years.

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LETRS® Training Materials Reimbursement for K-5 Educators 

Funds can only be used to reimburse LEAs for LETRS® training materials purchased between March 13, 2020 and June 
30, 2022 for K-5 educators who have completed Volume | and/or Il of LETRS® training with a grade of 80 percent or 
higher on both assessments. Maximum reimbursement is $667 per qualified educator. 


Substitute Teacher Expenses for K-5 Educators Who Attended LETRS® Training 

Funds can only be used to reimburse LEAs for actual costs for the payment(s) of substitute teacher expenses for K-5 
educators who attended the required in-person LETRS® Trainings through Read, Lead, Exceed from August 2022 
through May 2023, for an amount not to exceed $500 per educator. 

Eligible substitute teacher expenses must have been required for all of the following: 


° K-5 educator; 

° Read, Lead, Exceed participant; 

° Provided for the purpose of the educator attending an in-person LETRS® Training(s); and 
e Period of coverage was between August 2022 and May 2023 


Evidence-Based Reading Instructional Materials 

Funds can only be used to reimburse LEAs for state-approved evidence-based instructional reading materials 
purchased between March 13, 2020 and June 30, 2022 for K-5 classrooms. The state-approved evidence-based 
reading instructional materials list serves as a resource for schools to select materials. LEAs are not required to select 
materials from this list. However, LEAs that are eligible to request reimbursement for instructional materials must 
select materials from this list. 


The state-approved reading instructional materials provide reading instruction that is explicit, systematic, and 
diagnostic. The materials are evidence-based and include instruction on phonological awareness, phonics, fluency, 
vocabulary, comprehension, morphology, syntax, and semantics. These state-approved materials do not include nor 
reference the three-cuing system.

The LEA is not allowed to be reimbursed twice for the same purchase(s). Because multiple state and federal funding 
sources are available for these materials, LEAs are advised to be very careful to claim reimbursements under only one 
funding source and to code those revenues and expenses properly. 


Additionally, LEAs may not expend ESSER II funds on the activities listed below: 
e bonuses, merit pay, or similar expenditures 
e subsidizing or off-setting executive salaries and benefits of individuals who are not LEA employees 
e expenditures related to state or local teacher or faculty unions or associations 
e activities and/or purchases religious in nature are not allowable with these funds 


Other non-allowable expenses include items of a personal nature or items that do not fit the reasonable and 
necessary guidelines found in general federal grant guidance. Examples of expenses that cannot be allowed include 
the following: 

e personal apparel (i.e. shirts or hats) 

@ promotional or advertising items such as water bottles, etc. 

e gift cards 

e full meals

The LEA will be able to request up to the allocated amount for both focus areas. If requests for reimbursement 
exceed available funds, LEA requests may be prorated. 


LETRS® Training Materials Reimbursement for K-5 Educators 


The LETRS® Training Materials focus area reimburses at the rate of up to $667 per K-5 educator for training materials 
purchased between March 13, 2020 and June 30, 2022. 


Substitute Teacher Expenses for K-5 Educators Who Attended LETRS® Training 


Substitute Teacher Expenses for K-5 Educators reimburses actual costs up to $500 for costs associated with each K-5 
educator who attended the required in-person LETRS® Training through Read, Lead, Exceed from August 2022 
through May 2023. 


Evidence-Based Reading Instructional Materials 

The Evidence-Based Reading Instructional Materials focus area is a formula reimbursement that provides funds to 
approximately 160 LEAs. The LEA three-year average (2019, 2021, and 2022) percent of students scoring basic and 
below basic on the third grade ELA assessment must be 65 percent or above to be eligible for this focus area. 


Of the eligible LEAs, allocations were calculated by dividing the three-year average of the grade K-3 enrollment by 25 
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and then multiplying by $3,700, with the minimum allocation of $14,800. Purchases must have been made between 
March 13, 2020 and June 30, 2022.

The requirements in the Uniform Guidance apply to expenditures of ESSER II funds, including the requirements 
related to documenting personnel expenses in 2 C.F.R. § 200.430(i). Except as described below, this would mean 
an LEA maintains the records for salaries and wages, including for employees in leave status, as long as payments 
to employees in leave status are made consistent with grantee policies and procedures that apply to all 
employees, whether they are paid with federal or other funds. 


The LEA must maintain time distribution records (sometimes called “time and effort” reporting), only if an 
individual employee is splitting his or her time between activities that may be funded under ESSER I, II, and Ill, as 
well as activities that are not allowable under ESSER I, ESSER II, and ESSER III. However, there will be very few 
situations when an employee of an LEA would perform multiple activities in which some are not allowable under 
ESSER I, Il, and Ill, and thus would be required to maintain time distribution records. 


The Teacher Tenure Act, case law, and opinions of the Attorney General provide, that in Missouri, it is unlawful to 
give bonuses to public employees. When an LEA wants to compensate an employee for extra work beyond an 
employee’s regular contract, the LEA must develop written documentation beforehand that indicates the extra 
work to be performed, the date(s) of performance, and the amount or rate to be paid to the employee. A written 
agreement, if established, must also be signed by a representative of the LEA and the employee to show the 
acceptance of the terms. 


In addition, if paid with federal funds, the employee must complete time and effort documentation that 
supports the extra work beyond the employee’s regular contract. This documentation may be a semi-annual 
time certification or monthly personnel activity report. The LEA should consult their legal counsel with any 
questions about these provisions. 


The LEA is not required to provide equitable services under ESSER II. 


ESSER II funds do not include a supplement not supplant provision; as a result, these funds may take the place of 
state or local funds for allowable activities. The LEA should ensure when replacing state or local funds with ESSER II 
funds, that Maintenance of Effort or match requirements for other federal programs are met. 


ESSER II funds will remain available for obligation through September 30, 2023 and will be available for pre-award 
costs back to March 13, 2020. 


An obligation is a purchase order, contract, service, or similar transaction during a given period that requires 
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payment by the recipient. 


The LEA may use grant funds only for obligations made during the funding period. The following table shows when an 
obligation is made for various kinds of property and services.

The LEA may obligate funds budgeted in a submitted application, initial or revision, with a substantial approval date. 
Obligations not approved by the Department will be removed from the budget and must be paid with local funds. 


CASH MANAGEMENT IMPROVEMENT ACT (CMIA) 


The federal government passed the CMIA to prevent interest earnings on federal funds. Section 31 C.F.R. Part 205 
“Rules and Procedures for Efficient Federal-State Funds Transfers” states that methods and procedures for payment 
must minimize the time elapsing between the transfer of funds fromthe United States Treasury to the state and 
ultimately to the pass-through entity. Therefore, the Department must ensure payments to the pass-through entity 
are for reimbursements only. The Department must monitor payments to assure they conform to the federal 
regulations. More information on the CMIA can be found in the Fiscal Guidance for Federal Grant Programs.

Acquisition of realor personal property 


Funds received under this grant must be a reimbursement. LEAs can request reimbursement through a payment 
request in DESE’s ePeGS web application. A budget must be submitted by the LEA and approved by DESE before 
reimbursement can be requested for these funds. In ePeGS, the grant is referred to as the Evidence-Based Reading 
Grant under the Office of College and Career Readiness.
